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BIGGEST BOOM FOR YEARS IS 
ON ITS WAY 


BY OUR INDUSTRIAL CORRESPONDENT 


RITISH INDUSTRY IS HEADING FOR A BOOM. 


IN 


FACTORIES, WORKSHOPS AND SHIPYARDS, IN THE 
MINES AND ON THE LAND, JOBS WILL BE FOUND 
SOON FOR HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS OF UNEMPLOYED 


MEN AND WOMEN. 


That is the verdict of eminent economists who, 
at the request of the Cabinet, have been investigating 
the industrial situation. 


How long the boom will last depends on several factors. 
But it will be in full swing by the end of the summer. 

In the past three months 400,000 people have found work 
and signed off the Labour Exchanges. When the employment 
figures for May are issued, they will probably show that another 
100,000 men and women have got jobs. 


The unemployment total is expected to show a monthly 
decrease of 100,000 as the summer progresses. 


The armament industries and the civil industries are busier. 
Three shifts a day are being worked in many factories and mills. 


BUILDING CAMPS 


Here are some of the factors that will bring the unemploy- 
ment total down:— 


200,000 men during the year will be withdrawn from industry for 
six months to serve as militiamen. 


200,000 men will build camps for the militiamen and for people 
who would be evacuated from the towns in an emergency. 


100,000 more men will start in the next week or two on the 
manufacture and. installation of steel shelters. 


50,000 men and women will work full time for months on the 
£4,000,000 Army clothing orders that have been placed in 
Lancashire and Yorkshire. 


50,000. more men will be taken on in the aircraft industry as 
new shadow factories come into operation. 


In addition, more arsenals and aircraft factories are to be 
built. . Two, in Scotland, will take 10,000 men: Another, near 
Cambridge, will take 5,000 men. 


30 AERODROMES 


Work is being speeded up on thirty new aerodromes. 

Iron and steel output has touched the highest point on 
record, and will be maintained for. months at over 1,000,000 
tons of steel a month and 650,000 tons of pig iron. 

This will lead to a greatly increased demand for coal. 


As a result of the shipbuilding subsidy every shipyard 
in the country will be working full time within the next 
few months. i 


Agriculture will thrive, too. Hundreds of thousands of acres 
will be ploughed up for the subsidy of £2 an acre. 

The wages that are being paid to the additional people in 
employment are creating an increased demand for the products 
of ordinary civilian industries. 

Industries producing clothing, boots, motor cars,’bicycles 
and foodstuffs are all benefiting. So are the travel industries. 

The building of private houses has also speeded up after 
several months’ slackness.,

The individual letters form words, then 
sentences. One of the sitters takes 
them down in longhand. 

After a sitting lasting an hour, a 
message of 1,000 words has usually been 
received. 

In a number of chapters Lady 
Caillard deals with the efforts of the 
“ White Brotherhood” to promote 
peace. She discloses that the late Earl 
Haig is a leader of this great spirit 
group. 

“Our band is so strong,” she writes, 
“that we shall continue to give vital 
information that shall be recognised 
before the whole world.” 

Lady Caillard begins the story with 
the words: “I must tell you about my 
homeward flight and my arrival.

“During the last days I spent on 
earth in that semi-conscious state, how 
very grateful I was for all the prayers 
and love of my comrades!

Not for Maestro Galento the sober — 


ways of other fighters. Not for him the 
spartan life. 

The globular New Jersey scrapper, 
who is now busy fattening himself up 
in readiness for his tilt at Joe Louis’ 
crown in June, thinks nothing of filling 
himself with hot-dogs a few hours 
before waddling into the ring to batter 
another opponent insensible with those 
flailing, cast-iron fists. 

Tony’s fists have never let him down 
in a fight. He hits with such terrific 
force—and more often than not with 
such appalling inaccuracy and lack of 
science—that any ordinary hands 
would long ago have cracked up. 


Hot Dogs and Beer 


But Galento concentrated on 
strengthening his fists in his early 
fighting days by pounding them against 
a brick wall until they were raw and 
bleeding a result they are now so 
incredibly tough that he could punch 
his way through a wooden door without 
harm. 

He places all his faith in those ham- 
mer fists and his gigantic legs moulded 
on Grecian column proportions. So 
long as they remain sound the Orange 
Nightstick does not care how much, fat 
he accumulates. 

Protesting and almost tearful mana- 
gers, from Jack Dempsey and Maxie 
Waxman downwards, have vainly tried 
to break America’s fighting clown of 
his habit of grabbing a. snack and a 
drink at all sorts of odd hours, both in 
and out of training. 

Galento’s idea of a snack ranges 
from a couple of porterhouse steaks and 
three or four pounds of potatoes to half 
a dozen plates of spaghetti or a couple 
of dozen frankfurters and beer. 

“I’m a big guy,” he says, waving 
aside the objections of horrified mana- 
“When I’m hungry I gotta eat. 


him. If he gets peckish in his dress- 
ing room the night he fights Louis he’ll 
send out for a plate of hamburgers or 
hot-dogs and a few bottles of beer. 

His training methods are just as 
erratic. If he takes it into his head, 
Tony will arrive at the gymnasium at 
eight o’clock in the morning for a work- 
out, and he has been known to turn up 
full of beer towards midnight and start 
smashing punch bags clean from their 
moorings.

He soaks up 
punishment like a sponge and seems 
absolutely immune to pain. 

Charging in with his mouth wide open 
and his tongue out in a typical Galento 
grimace during his fight with Jack Shaw 
in Orange, the Fat Boy stopped a terrific

As nis jaws snapped together Tony’s 
tongue was bitten almost in two, but 
he continued fighting and won the de- 
cision. 

After the contest he was seen by Dr. 
Max E. Stern, the sporting medico who 
has treated such fistic celebrities as 
Mickey Walker. Young Stribling. Gene

nearly severed tongue was being sewn 
together under an anesthetic. With 
25 stitches in his tongue Tony was put 
to bed and ordered several days’ rest. 

An hour later he was missing. He 
had walked out of the ward while the 
nurse’s back was turned and disap-

Police cars joined in the search before 
Galento was finally located in a neigh- 
bouring tavern swallowing beer. 

This escapade made another opera- 
tion necessary and he was taken back 
to hospital.

Seething with Rage 


Dr. Stern, accustomed though he is to 
displays of pluck and endurance from 
boxers, was amazed, “You must be a 
super-man,” he said as. he shook hands 
with his patient. 

Tony was still under twenty-one when 
Johnny Scavone bought his contract for 
750 dollars, and, as a result of his show- 
ing against Ted Sandwina. a tough 
German heavy-weight whose parents 
had been strong man and “strong 
woman in a circus, the Orange boy was 
given a fight at Madison Square 
Garden. f 

Galento made his bow to a New York 
audience against Frankie Wines. a 
rugged Montana miner. They happened 
to occupy adjoining rooms at the same 
Broadway hotel and as Frankie left on 
the night of the fight Tony overheard 
him call to a friend: 

“See you at the Garden. I’ll knock 
this mug Galento right into your lap for 
you.” 

If Frain and Scavone had not grabbed 
him Tony would have started the fight 
in the corridor, and he was still seeth- 
ing with rage when he clambered into 
the ring. He bounced about on his stool 
with impatience waiting for the gong, 
and as soon as it rang he rushed out 
throwing punches. 

Wines managed to keep him off for 
one round. but early in the second Tony 
slugged him out with a wild over-arm 
right-hander that dropped him like 4 
poleaxed ox. 

The Garden fans roared with delight 
at Galento’s spectacular and unorthodox 
methods, and he was booked for another 
fight two weeks later. 

He scored another sensational knock-

out, and Jack Dempsey, convalescing in 
a near-by hospital, and hearing the 
radio commentary from the Garden and 
the yells of the excited crowd as they 
hailed the barrel-shaped slugger, pricked 
up his ears. 

Little knowing for what a bundle of 
dynamite and trouble he was bidding, 
Dempsey tried to buy Galento’s con- 
tract, but Scavone, who at that time 
had no experience of his fat fighter’s 
wild escapades, refused to sell. 

Dempsey’s interest had been aroused, 
however, and he followed Tony’s career 
closely until a few months later when 
the Orange fighter came of age and his 
contract with Scavone automatically 
expired. 

The ex-heavy- 
weight champion 
of the world then 
made an appoint- 
ment to meet 
Galento and Frain 
at a New York 
hotel. 

There he offered 
Tony a new con- 
tract to fight 
under his manage- 
ment. 

“Till send you 
out to my ranch 
in Montana,” said 
Dempsey. “My 
old trainer Jerry 
Luvadis will look 
after you there. 
He’ll soon have 
that fat off you. 
There are no 
temptations for a 
youngster out 
there, no night 
clubs or booze, 
nothing but fresh 
air and sunshine.” 

Tony shied lke 
a startled horse when he heard this. 

“No booze,” he exclaimed. “Dat 
don’t sound so good tome. Beer makes 
a guy strong.” 

Vainly Dempsey tried to persuade 
him to change his mind. “Think of 
the fresh air out West,” he urged. 

Galento shook his head. “I don’t 
tink so much of dis fresh air,” he mut- 
tered. “A guy’s liable to catch cold or 
sump’n.” 


Doing Crazy Things 


And so it turned out that it was not 
Dempsey but Max Waxman who next 
managed the fighting iceman. Wax- 
man, who has handled three world 
champions—Vince Dundee, who twice 
fought Len Harvey, Joe Dundee and 
Harry Jeffra—is wise in the ways of the 
ring. 

He saw Galento’s promise as a world- 
beater despite his crude methods, but 
it was not long before he realised that 
in the rotund scrapper from Orange he 
had bought himself a fighter whose 
eccentricities placed him in a class of 
his own. 

“Galento gave me more headaches 
than all the other fighters I have man- 
aged,” he told me recently. “His beer 
drinking isn’t so bad. Sure enough he 
can swallow more than any other man 
I’ve met, but it doesn’t seem to do him 
any harm, and plenty of fighters be- 
lieve in beer as a body-builder. 

“The trouble with Tony is that you 
never know what he is going to do next. 
If he doesn’t turn un to train he may 
be out drinking, riding around on a 
motor-cvcle. out at Coney Island on the 
roller coaster or doing any one of half 
a dozen other crazy things.” e 

At one of his early fights under Wax- 
man’s control Tony borrowed his man- 
ager’s expensive fur-lined overcoat to 
wear to the ringside as he was feeling 
chilly. 

When Waxman told him the cost 
Galento whistled in astonishment, and 
when he got to his corner he handed it 
to one of his seconds with instructions 
to take great care of it 

The second threw it down to a man 
in a ringside seat and a few minutes 
later the gong sounded. 


Looking Worried 


Now Waxman had ordered Galento to 
open up Cautiously as he was fighting.a 
strong and dangerous puncher, but to 
his horror the fat pug walked out from 
his corner looking back over one 
shoulder at the man who held that fur- 
lined coat! 

He stopped half-a-dozen smashing 
lefts and rights before he seemed to 
wake up to the fact that he was in a 
fight, and then he suddenly floored his 
opponent with a terrific left hook. 

Tony began to walk back to his corner 
before the count was over. 

“I was worried about dat coat,” he 
told Waxman afterwards. “If dat guy 
holding it had made p move Pd have 
been out of the ring after him.” 

One of Tony’s most sensational per- 
formances under Waxman’s manage- 
ment was in Detroit, where he knocked 
out three men in one night. 

He went there a complet: stranger to 
the Detroit fans, who roared derisively 
when Galento heaved his dumpy figure 
between the ropes and strutted across 
the ring on his short. fat legs to shake 
hands with his opponent, Paul Ther-

It was a night of triumph for the 
rotund slugger, but as he climbed from 
the ring with the wild cheers of the 
crowd ringing in his ears, he was 
arrested. 

Therman was in a critical condition 
and the police had decided to hold 
Galento pending developments. For- 
tunately for him. Therman recovered 
the following day after many hours in 
a coma, and as soon as he was out of 
danger Tony was released.

WELTERING under a bright 


copper sun, clinging to the edge 
of a red dust wilderness across 
which the wind blows oven-hot, 
Broken Hill, in New South 
Wales is the nearest approach to hell 
on earth I know. 
For more than a year as a youngster 
of twelve I worked there. My job was 
picking ore at the famous silver mines. 


For eight hours a day I toiled in a @ 


blinding, merciless heat, while the sun 
struck down like a hammer on my un- 
protected back, my clothes stuck 
damply to me, and fat black flies 
buzzed ceaselessly about my head. 

I never realised then that years 
hence I should one day sit down to 
dine with big and husky George 
McCulloch, the Scotsman who dis- 
‘covered the fabulously rich Broken Hill 
mine. 

Among the many millionaires I have 
known, men with that magic £1,000 a 
week income to spend, I suppose 
McCulloch and slim, fair-haired, 
dapper Frank Albert were the most re- 
markable and strikingly contrasted. 

Albert, who started life playing the 
fiddle on a ferry-boat, and founded his 
immense fortune by selling cheap 
mouth-organs to (‘Australian errand- 
boys, has been my friend since the 
days when neither of us had a couple 
of bob to rattle in our pockets; but 
McCulloch I did not meet until he 
had become the Silver King. 

Then, facing him across the twink- 
ling silver and cut-glass splendour of 
the dining-table at his magnificent 
London home, I told him how I, too, 
had worked on the very ground where 
he had once toiled and hoped and des- 
paired, and at last found fortune. 


THE OLD DAYS 


For a long moment he stared in- 
credulously, for at that time, if not a 
millionaire, I was a very wealthy man. 
Then he smiled. 

“Broken Hill! ” he said. “It almost 
broke my heart before it made my for- 
tune.” 

For the rest of that memorable even- 
ing we sat and talked of that barren, 
fiy-infested, outlandish spot from which 
more than £150,000,000 worth of silver 
has been taken. 

We sat in deep armchairs before a 
blazing fire in a richly panelled room 
hung with priceless old masters. But 
I think for both of us the walls dis- 
solved and we were back in one of 
Broken Hill’s rough corrugated iron- 
roof shacks. 

We had eaten a perfect meal served 
with rare wines, but we were remem- 
bering days when our-food was covered 
with red dust and black flies, when a 
glass of water was a luxury and a bath 
something to dream about, 

Unless you knew the Broken Hill 
country as it was in those old days you 
cannot appreciate the epic quality of 
George McCulloch’s story, the story of 
@ young man arriving there with a few 
shillings in his pockets and struggling 
on against almost overwhelming odds. 

Even when I worked there and a 
flourishing mining town had sprung up 
on the ground where McCulloch 
stubbed his toe on the first silver 
nugget, life was still almost unbear- 
able. 

Water, carted twenty-five miles from 
the nearest well, cost eight shillings for 
a hundred gallons, and was lukewarm, 
brackish and scarcely fit to drink. The 
only milk obtainable was goat’s milk, 
for no cattle could exist in a land 
where raindrops and blades of grass 
were aS rare as meat at a vegetarian 
dinner. 


HEAT AND DUST 


Dust storms were common, The sky 
and the sun would be blotted out by 
fying sand, and after hours of this 
black nightmare the wind would drop, 
leaving the whole township half buried 
under six or seven inches of red dust. 

This dust got everywhere. In your 
eyes, your ears, your’ hair and your 
food. You even found it floating in 
the lukewarm water you poured down 
your parched and aching throat. 

You got used to the dust, just ‘as 
you got used to the big flies that 
Swarmed everywhere, But the heat 
was something else. 

Sometimes the blinding, scorching 
Sun sent you half crazy and you had 
to jerk your mind back from thoughts 
of green grass, shady trees and 
showers of rain for fear that some- 
thing in your brain would snap. 

When George McCulloch first came 
to Broken Hill there was no town 
there, not so much as a single shack, 
nothing but a barren wilderness and 
the heat and the flies and the dust 
storms. 

Yet here he lived for years with un- 
told millions undiscovered beneath his 
i before fortune finally smiled upon 

im. 

As we sat and talked in the London 
mansion to which he had retired, I 
asked him how he endured it. 

McCulloch was. then an old man, 
grizzled and bewhiskered, his big 
hands gnarled and scarred from years 
of heaving pick and shovel, but he was 
still straight backed, strong and active. 

“How did I stick it?” he said. 
“Looking back now, I’m hanged if I 
know. It certainly wasn’t because I 
imagined that I Was. going to make a

fortune. It must have been sheer 
obstinacy, what we call Scottish dour- 
ness,” 

The old millionaire leaned forward, 
tapped me on the knee and smiled. 

“TIl let you into a secret, Hugh,” he 
said. “I nearly turned my back on 
Broken Hill and left it for someone 
else to find. That was when my wife 
and I quarrelled because she said I 
was wasting my time digging for some- 
thing that wasn’t there. 

“She had packed and was ready to 
leave me when I persuaded her to give 
me one last chance.” 

McCulloch was a Glasgow boy who 
sailed for Australia when he was 
twenty-two. He landed with £9 in his 
pockets. and most of this had gone 
before he landed a job on a small up- 
country sheep station. 

For some time he knocked about New 
South Wales, drifting from one job to 
another until he was engaged as mana- 
ger on a tiny sheep farm not many 
miles from Broken Hill. 


STAKED A CLAIM 


On the strength of this comparative 
prosperity he got married, although it 
is doubtful whether McCulloch and his 
young bride, or the sheep searching for 
pasture on the edge of the desert, had 
the harder struggle! 

His usual Saturday afternoon recrea- 
tion was a rat or lizard shooting excur- 
sion, and it was while out on one of 
these trips that he kicked against an 
odd greyish coloured stone. 

He picked it up, examined it closely 
and tucked it away in his pocket. 

“TI thought it might be tin,” he told 
me, “but when I sent it to Melbourne 
for an analyst’s report I was told that 
it was only lead and of indifferent 
quality at that.” 

For two years he forgot about his 
find. Then one day, in conversation 
with an old prospector, he was reminded 
of it. The old man, describing the exact 
spot where McCulloch had picked up 
his specimen, declared that he had dis- 
covered tin there. 

McCulloch laughed at him. “I made 
the same mistake two years ago,” he 
said. “It’s not tin, it’s lead and not 
worth mining at that.” 

But the old prospector refused to 
agree. 

“There’s tin there,” he repeated, 
and I’m making a claim.” 

Impressed by this show of faith, 
McCulloch decided to work there, too, 
but after months of back-breaking toil, 
with the temperature constantly hover- 
ing between 110 and 115 in the shade, 
they had discovered neither tin nor 
lead. 

In disgust the old man gave up his 
claim and returned to Melbourne, but, 
as McCulloch told me, a streak of sheer 
obstinacy in his character made him 


-keep on digging. 


VERY PERSISTENT 


He no longer believed that anything 
was there, but because his wife nagged 
him and the few other men on the 
sheep farm told hirı he was a fool, he 
refused to give up. 

From time to time he sent specimens 
of ore to experts, but one after another 
they rejected them as valueless. 

Each night when he came home tired 
and dispirited,,his rough mining clothes 
soaked with eat, Mrs. McCulloch 
would bég him to give up his vain 
search and move back to civilisation. 

And who could blame her? The only 
white woman for miles, she led a lonely 
existence, made almost intolerable by 
the dreadful heat and other hardships. 

At last in desperation she packed her 
trunk and told him that if he remained 
there any longer he would stay alone. 
She, sick of the sight of dust and flies 
and the eternal glare, was determined 
to leave. 

“I argued with her,” the old mil- 
lionaire told me, “ but it was plain that 
her mind was made up. In the end I 


persuaded her to give me one last 
chance and she agreed to wait for a few 
more days.” 

McCulloch spent all his savings, right 
down to the last shillings, bringing yet 
another expert from the city to the 
barren waste where he had worked so 
long. 

“ At first,” he said, “he was just as 
dubious as the others, and as he shook 
his head over the specimens of ore I 
had obtained my heart sank. 


MAGNIFICENT HOME 


“For twenty-four hours he examined 
the ore. Then he went out with me to 
my claim and took more specimens— 
and at last he was Satisfied. 

“It was not lead, nor yet tin—but 
silver! ” 

Thus, romantically, was the greatest 
silver mine in the world discovered. 

George McCulloch, his months of toil 
at last rewarded, formed a syndicate of 
seven men. Each put £70 into the mine 
and within a few years the shares had 
rocketed to the astounding value of 
£16,000,000. 

McCulloch eventually retired and’ 
came to England, where he built a won- 
derful mansion in Queen’s Gate. It was 
here that he entertained me and, point- 
ing to the priceless collection of 
paintings that decorated the walls, he 
told me why he began collecting them. 

He possessed what I suppose must 
have been the finest collection of 
modern artists in the world. 

“Back in the old days,” he said, “I 
used to brighten up the walls of my 
shack with reproductions of famous 
paintings cut from old magazines, and 
I made a vow then that if ever I became 
rich I would spend all I could on en- 
couraging art because of the pleasure 
those pictures gave me.” $ 

McCulloch spent hundreds of thou- 
sands on his home. Marble was 
especially imported from Pompeii, the 
fireplaces had been -hand-carved by 
Boncelli, one of the most famous Italian 
craftsmen, and every room was panelled 
in a different wood—walnut, mahogany 
and teak. 

He spent £10,000 on a single room in 
which to hang the tapestries his wife 
collected. 

The only home I have ever seen to 
rival McCulloch’s in magnificence is 
Frank Albert’s millionaire mansion in 
Sydney. 


LIKE A DIAMOND 


There, even the bathroom taps are 
gold-plated, tor Frank has come a long) 
way since the days he played the fiddle | 
with his father on. the Sydney-Manly 
ferry boat. 

I remember. when he opened his first 
little music shop in King-street. He 
might still have been selling sixpenny 
songs behind the counter if he had not 
bought up thousands of cheap mouth- 
organs. 

“Boomerang” mouth-organs he) 
called them, and it was from this 
rather odd bgginning that Albert’s 
enormous ‘fortune grew, 

Now he owns the finest motor-yacht 
in Australia, an amazing £32,000 luxury 
craft called the Boomerang, which is 
one of the sights of Sydney Harbour. 

From stem to stern the yacht gleams 
and glitters like a diamond ring, and 
Albert takes such pride in its immacu- 
late appearance that he always insists 
that his guests change into sand shoes 
before they step aboard, so that they 
shall not scratch the polished deck 
planks. :

TARTING from scratch in the 
armaments race, this country has 
had to make up a lot of ground, 
but there’s no doubt that we are 
now getting well into our stride 
and gaining fast upon the field. The 
pace is hot and we were rather “out of 
training,” but the pace-makers have no 
second wind. That’s where we score; 
we have grand economic lungs and can 


“stay for ever.” 


This staying power is our greatest 
asset, and, if you want proof that we 
are undistressed, consider three items 
in the past week’s news:— 


The first is another marked reduc- 
tion in unemployment; the second is 
the record total of seven and three- 
quarter million workers looking for- 
ward to holidays with pay this year; 
and the third is a “rise” of two shil- 
lings a week for a million engineers. 


There are many other signs of busi-

In several countries abroad the re- 
sponse is growing feebler. Exports are 
down, wages sagging and taxation at 
the high limit. 


They have their remedy if they care 
to take it. They can “call off” the 
race: we are not “ pot hunters.” 


Breathing Space: 
Not “ Stand Easy” 


HATEVER it may mean, and 

however brief it may prove, 
there is a perceptible lull in the Euro- 
pean storm. Markets are more cheerful, 
war risk insurance cheaper, and the 
propaganda factories abroad working at 
half speed, 


It is a relief to have this breathing 
space, but it would be the height of 
folly to let any “lull” lull us into a 
false sense of security. 


The need for preparation is urgent 
as ever. We must not even think of a 
“stand easy” until all our man power 
is organised and every gap in our de- 
fences firmly stopped. 

But. that should not prevent us from 
leading normal and cheerful lives. 
Young people in uniform are normally 
cheerful in any case, and, for the rest 
of us, national service of one kind or 
another makes demands only upon 
spare time. 


It certainly need not interfere with 
ordinary work, ordinary finances and 
ordinary domestic plans.

If you 
read the speeches made last Thursday 
by Mr. Chamberlain ‘and Monsieur 
Daladier, you must have noticed their 
striking similarity. 


Both Prime Ministers were moderate, 
but both were firm. Mr. Chamberlain 
said plainly that, though he thought 
the problem of Danzig could and 
should be settled amicably, we could not 
possibly stand by if any attempts were 
made to solve it by force. . 


And Monsieur Daladier summed up 
the joint Franco-British policy in two 
sentences that were at once an invita- 
tion and a warning to the Axis Powers. 


“If they desire a- just and equitable 
peace,” said he, “ we are ready ta make 
it. If a blow is aimed at peace, they 
will have a taste of the weight. of our 
arms.”

It was our close and’ long standing 
relation for technical purposes with 
Messrs. E. I. du Pont de Nemours and Co., 
that has given us the opportunity to 
acquire the rights for the British Empire, 
excluding Canada, to manufacture the new 
synthetic organic material nylon, recently 
patented by that company, after research 
which has covered the better part of a 
decade. 

As some of the principal uses of this 
new product are in the textile industry 
with which we are not directly concerned, 
we entered into negotiations with Messrs. 
Courtaulds, Limited, for the formation of 
a joint company to carry out the manu- 
facture of nylon yarns and fibres in the 
United Kingdom. 


WAR PAY FOR EMPLOYEES 


The crisis last September led us to con- 
sider the treatment of those of our 
employees who might be engaged in H.M. 
Forces in the event of war. Subject to 
any overriding action by H.M. Govern- 
ment, we have decided that the difference 
between any man’s net remuneration 
from the company and the remuneration 
which he would receive while serving in 
H.M. Forces, with a modest adjustment 
for his maintenance, should be paid in 
full to all married men sO Serving, and to 
the extent of one-third to single men.

“GARDEN NOTES 
OUTDOOR 
TOMATOES 


By RICHARD SUDELL, F.R.HLS, 


JF YOU HAVE A SUNNY 
WALL OR A SHELTERED 
ALLOTMENT, TRY A FEW 
OUTDOOR TOMATOES. THE 
MUST HAVE FULL SUN- 
SHINE. 

Plants grown on in the. nur- 
sery, are now ready for planting 
out; for convenience set the 
plants in a row two feet apart. 

Fix a dahlia,stake to each plant, 
or a stout post at each end of the 
row, with a wire between to which 
the plants can be tied. 

The vines are grown on a single 
stem, the side shoots being rubbed 
:out. Tomatoes need a rich soil; 
before planting, work in manure 
liberally and keep the roots well 
watered. 

The best varieties for outdoor 
culture are Carter’s Sunrise, Sut- 
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ton’s Best of All or Outdoor 
Wonder, 
Once established, tomatoes 


make rapid growth and need feed- 
ing occasionally with fertiliser and 
the main stem should be tied in 
at least once ‘a week to prevent 
breakage by winds.

There has been a progressive increase 
in profit each year. In 1927 it was 
£88,000, and this year £1,782,000. 

It has been our purpose to supply 
the public with the best values in 
material, design and finish. A real 
transformation in values has taken 
place due to our collaboration with 
many of-the foremost manufacturers 
and producers of the country, with 
whom -we maintain the most cordial 
relationship. Over 94 per cent. of the 
manufactured goods we sold last year 
were British made. ' We have given the 
consumer the advantage of the 
economies in- production which spring 
from large-scale demand. 

Our business is one which is mainly 
concerned with supplying the neces- 
saries of life to a vast consuming public 
in wearing apparel. footwear of every 
description, and foodstuffs. To-day we 
are amongst the largest distributors of 
food in the country. 


DEVELOPMENT 


Our principal development in recent 
years has taken the form of increasing 
the size of existing units rather than of 
increasing their number. 

We now have a selling counter space 
measuring nearly 44 miles. During the 
year we.opened ten new stores, includ- 
ing three removals, and have extended 
One unit has been 
closed. The total number of stores in 
operation is now 234. 

The coming year’s development at 
present deals with four new stores, two 
being replacements, and 20 extensions. 

FINANCE 

We have made arrangements to 

borrow up to an amount of £2,000,000.

To date about 4,600 ot our staff (some

Fighters, or Decontaminators. Each of 
our Stores has been organised to meet 
an emergency in so far as medical 
supplies, fire-fighting and rescue equip- 
ment are concerned. 

I think it 1s proper at this meeting 
to express appreciation of the` public 
spirit which has induced so many of 
our employees to take up this most 
important work. 

An expenditure of £20,000 has already 
been incurred in carrying out our 
present measures 

In regard to recruitment for the 
Territorial Army, we have for some time 
past given every facility to those of our 
employees who have volunteered for 
service. We allow them time off for 
training and to attend camp with full 
pay, in addition to their normal holi- 
days with full pay. 


WELFARE AND STAFF 


Our staff now numbers 18,500. Welfare 
activities have been aintained and 
extended. We attach We greatest im- 
portance to the general well-being of 
our staff. There has been a progressive 
improvement both in working con- 
ditions and wages, and working hours 
have been reduced to an average of 44 
per week. Welfare work will cost the 
Company £122,000 this year. as against 
£108.000 last year. 

An organisation like ours gives op- 
portunities for advancement to em- 
ployees, not only to the male members 
of our staff, but also to the women. In 
practice the vast majority of vacancies 
in the higher ranks are filled from 
people in the tower ranks. There is a 
real career open to those who possess 
initiative and ability. 

I take this opportunity, on behalf of 
the Board. of thanking each and every 
member of our staff:for the devotion 
and loyalty which they, have showy to 
the Company. 

Mr. Marks then moved the adoption 
of the Report and Accounts.

Mr. Israet~M. Sieff, B.Com. (Vice- 
Chairman), in seconding the Resolution, 
said: The results of the last year’s 
trading are ample evidence of the 
success of our development policy. and 
the benefits which have come from the 
close co-operation between the manu- 
facturer and ourselves. 

I want to take this opportunity of 
adding my expressions of appreciation 
to our suppliers for their readiness to 
work along bese lines of nutua! under- 
standing 

I would like to join the Chairman in 
his observations on the devotion of all 
ranks of our staff to the interests of the 
Company, during a rather difficult year 
of international tension. We can con- 
gratulate ourselves on possessing a band 
of loyal workers, who look to our busi- 
ness for their future and their career, 
and who therefore are most anxious to 
forward the progress of the Company.

°: Now, when I pass the 
Cenotaph, I think of all three 
men in the same way, and 
with equal affection. Two of 
them have no known grave. 
All three were submerged in 
the senseless flood of war. 
There is nothing left of their 
youth and ardour and willing 
loyalty except these monu- 
ments to the dead and the 


call to service. 


Recently I travelled all along 
the old Western Front, stared 
incredulously at the myriad names 
carved on the Menin Gate and 
saw the white crosses, row upon 
endless row, and the darker lines 
of the German graves. Cemetery 
after cemetery marks that belt of 
No Man’s Land and the quiet 
dead are equal in their last sleep. 


sA. E. Housman wrote an 
epitaph for them, friend and foe 
alike, in a verse of four lines only. 


Here, dead lie we because we did not 
choose 

To live and shame the land from 
which we sprung. 

Life, to be sure is nothing much to 
lose; * 

But young men think it is, and we 
were young. 


Many of us are no longer 
young, but they “ grow not old as 
we who are left grow old.” If we 
fail them now; if we deny them 
the one gain that might have 
been worth their sacrifice; there 
will be no comfort left for us in 


memories nor any purpose in the 
tedious years. 


THE HARD ROAD 
TO PEACE 


There is danger of war again, 
not because the last one has been 
forgotten by the ordinary men 
and women of any country, but 
because power is a heady draught 
and there are some in high places 
who may be tempted, under its 
influence, to take desperate risks. 
If they saw weakness, disunity, 
and apathy in the ranks of peace, 
then they might dare to lead their 
hapless people into another war. 


And another memory comes 
back to me from the old Western 
Front. On a clear day I passed 
through the little town of 
Aire-sur-la-Lys, sunny and smiling 
and very peaceful even while the 
far guns rumbled. That night the 
aeroplanes droned overhead and 
in the morning the main square 
of the town was a facade of 
drunken dollshouses, empty and 
broken boxes that had been 
homes, an untidy cliff of tottering

» If we permit another war 
to break out, the women and 
the children and the old folk 
in great cities and little 
towns will be no safer than 
the poor harmless people of 
Aire-sur-la-Lys, who lived 
then but a little way behind 
the line.

Cricketers are shivering on dark, damp, 
dismal fields, their fingers chilled so that 
they cannot get the feel of bat or ball 
It is very fine weather for football, but

THERE WILL BE BIG 
CHANGES SHORTLY 


ERE is no denying it. There 


is an undercurrent of restlessness 


H 
T in the speedway world. So much so that we can be prepared 
for a complete reorganisation of the sport before this season is any- 


where near finished. 


The shape of things to come is not yet definite, but there are plenty of 
rumours flying around, and if half of them become actual fact we will not 
recognise the game as we know it to-day. 


You need not take me seriously, of 
course, but Pve an idea that there will 
be one League only shortly. We've had 
seven First Division tracks for about 
five years with no sign of the number 
being increased, and everybody is fed 
to the teeth with the consequent repe- 
tition of fixtures. 

We have eight Seconda Division tracks 
stewing in their own juice with never a 
hope of doing more than keep their heads 
above water. Thre: or four of these 
minor sides took like fading -out very 
shortly and one or two First Division sides 
are not too healthy either 

Reorganisation is necessary to save the 
ship. Amalgamate the two Leagues, share 
the riders, reduce the rates of the 


of the cricket and the/present First Division rate of pay. They are 


some of the suggestions of the moment. 

It seems that these ideas are right. too, 
but it’s a great pity. We had one League 
in the old days and all sorts of snags 
cropped up. Teams then were moaning 
about their weaknesses and fixtures got 
terribly behind when a track had a washed 
out meeting. Tracks had to run off two 
meetings in one night, and | remember 
Wembley being given the points because 
the team they should have played had 
disbanded before the end of the season! 

My ideal Speedway League would con- 
sist of ten First and ten Second Division 
tracks with two up and two down at the 
end of each season. but I’m afraid that 
will never come about—not in my time. 
anyway. 

However, we are talking about facts, not 
ideals. Another hare-brained thought of 
mine is that Hackney will handicap them- 
selves for some of their home Second Divi- 
sion matches shortly. They are obviously 
too good for the minor League and in 
order to show how silly it all is, the Wick 
may elect to run one rider only in a 
number of races! 

It’s farcical, of course, but Hackney are 
jgetting fed up with their ridiculously 
easy home wins this season. If they give 
the other team a start or something, 
they’ll be able to make a match of it. 

Wimbledon are shortly to go to Hackney 
for a challenge match and hope to collect 
£250. However, if Hackney win, and still 
refuse to go into the First Division. Wim- 
bledon will suggest that the Control Board 
forcibly transfer Hackney’s best riders to 
weak First Division teams. I wonder if 
the “ Dons” would like any of the Wick 
men? 

But Hackney will not refuse to go into 
the First Division. Given the chance, they 
will suggest that Wembley run on Satur- 
day nights (they are far enough away not 
to interfere with Harringay) and that 
Hackney run on Thursday nights. 

One track\ that may be in the First 
Division before long is not in England at 
all The name is Glasgow, which, if my 
geography is correct, is in Scotland. Does 
that take your breath away? 

And here's another one. Harold Steven- 
son, West Ham's favourite for years, may 
be transferred to Glasgow. along with 
Colin Watson and Phil Bishop. You see, 
Johnny Hoskins, West Ham maestro, also 
runs Glasgow, and has been given a big 
shock br the enormous support he is 
getting up there. 

The Scots have gone crazy on the game, 
{So much so that Glasgow can afford a 
| First Division team. Biggest snag will be 
the enormous travelling expenses. But 
[do not be surprised if we see Glasgow in 
competitive racing before long. 

Yet another dip into the future. We 
|; Will have numbered riders, and the riders’ 
numbers will go up on the results board. 
The promoters are still pondering over 
my idea. They object to double figures 
on the riders’ backs on the score that 
they will be too cumbersome. They do 
not seem to realise that it only means the 
addition of the figure 1—the. smallest 
figure there is In any case, if they 
definitely throw out double figures I can 
modify my idea easily. 

More of this prophetic stuff? - Yes, cer- 
tainly. The day is fast approaching when 
there will be no promoters on the ntrol 
Board. At least one promoter has said 
that he does not like other promoters 
handling his affairs. It just needs a few 
more to think like that and the balloon 
will go up. 

However as I said before, don’t take me 
too seriously. May be I’m still suffering 
from the after effects of Wembley’s excel- 
lent opening dinner! 

Meanwhile, here’s a communication I 
have received which I’m sure will interest 
more than one promoter. 

‘ Dear Sir,—It is a source of wonder to 
me that the vacant track at Elland-rd., 
Leeds, has not been taken over by a really 
enterprising person or body of persons. 
I am fully convinced that given a good 
team of riders and a reasonably-priced 
[entrance fee, this would be a profitable 
venture.
